Gen. MacArthur that Aguinaldo has 


taken the oath of legiance to the 
United States under the terms of am- 
nesty offered by Gen. MacArthur, by 
direction of the President. The dis- 
patch conveying this information con- 
tained much more than was given to 
the public. The portion withheld re- 
lated to the future disposition of 
Aguinaldo, and made suggestions as to 
what the late chief of the insurrection 
might accomplish. No official state- 
ment could be obtained as to what 
finally would be done with the pris- 
oner, but it was emphatically stated 
that he would be held for the present, 
but would be granted all possible im- 
munity consistent with existing con- 
ditions. Gen. MacArthur has hopes 
that a great deal may be accomplished 
through Aguinaido. During the time 
he has been a prisoner he has made 
quite a favorable impression up6n the 
general. 

It has been suggested that under the 
terms of the notice of amnesty, the 
prisoner should be set at liberty at 
once, but there is a provision in the 
amnesty proclamation which says that 
those who have violated the laws of 
war are excepted from its terms. 
Whether or not Gen. MacArthur has 
satisfied himself that Aguinaldo has 
not violated the law cannot be stated, 
as the prisoner would be permitted to 
take the oath, pending an investigation 
of his past conduct. Aguinaldo, having 
been the head of the insurrection, un- 
doubtedly can be held until further in- 
vestigation is made, or until the cir- 
cumstances which surround the situa- 
tion in the Philippines make it advisa- 
ble to release him outright, or other- 
wise dispose of him. These conditions 
and the general situation, and Aguinal- 
do's relation to them were the subject 
of Gen. MacArthur's dispatch, and are 
being Considered by the authorities 
here, who will have the final disposition 
of the matter. 

The news of s action was 
received with evident satisfaction by 
the War Department, and the opinion 
was expressed that good results would 
follow among those who have been 
still holding out against the United 
States. 

The taking of the oath in itecif is 
regarded as giving Aguinaldo a status 
of loyalty to the United States quite 
different from those still in arms. The 
department's instruction for the gov- 
ernment of armies in the field recites 
as follows: 

“Tho commander will throw the bur- 
den of war, as much as lies within his 
power, on the disloyal citizens of the 
revolted portion or province, and if he 
deems it appropriate, or if his govern- 
ment demands of him that every citi- 
zen shall, by an oath of allegiance, 
deciare his fidelity to the legitimate 
government, he may expel, transfer, 
imprison or fine the revolting citizens 
who refuse to take the oath, etc

thur has considered it expedient to 
have Aguinaldo take this oath, and 
apparentiy has held that reliance can 
be placed upon the oath. The army 
regulations make no distinct provision 
that the taking af the oath shall give 
complete liberty to a person, alth 
the above quoted provision shows 
that those manifesting loyalty by sub- 
scribing to an oath of all allegiance 
are to be spared from the hardships 
of war, and that only those remaining 
disloyal are to be visited with the 
harsh treatment of war.

PANAMA ROAD REPORT. 


“OPEN-DOOR POLICY” ADOPTED. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™M.} 
NEW YORK, April 2.—The fifty-first 
annual report of the Panama Railroad, 
just issued, reports net earnings for 
tne vear 1900 at $446,764, an increase 
of $151,532. The total operating ex- 
penses of railroad and steamship lines 
were $1,727,403, an increase of $385,020. 
The gross earnings were $2,665,194, an 
increase of $460,152. Of the severance 
of relations between the Panama Rail- 
road and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, the report says: 
“The great changes which had come 
about in the traffic world had con- 
vinced the directors that the time 
arrived to inaugurate the ‘open-door 
policy’ for the Panama route and we 
therefore declined to confer upon any 
one steamship line exclusive privi- 


leges over the Panama route. e ac- 
cordingly negotiated and recently 
have executed satisfactory traffic 


agreements with several important 
steamship lines on the Pacific, and 
also have renewed the long-standing 
contracts with the several Atlantic 
lines now servng the Panama route. 
The same provision upon equal terms 
was offered to the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ehp Company, but that company ex- 
pressed its unwillingness to contract 
other than upon an exclusive basis.” 
The report also says that the growth 
of traffic will require additions to the 
steamship service both from the At- 
lantic and Pacific sides.

HORRID CRIME 
OF INGRATE.

Valet Jones Killed His 
Aged Benefactor. 


Patrick Was in Plot to 
Steal Millions. 


Millionaire Was Chloroformed 
in His Bed—Confessor and 
Accused Very Cool. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, April 2.—Without the 
slightest quaver in his voice, and dis- 
playing no outward sign of regret or 
remorse, Char'es F. Jones, secretary 
and valet to the late William Marsh 
Rice, today confessed under oath that 
he had ended the life of his employer 
and benefactor with chloroform. 

The confession was the climax of a 
remarkable recital in which was laid 
bare the details of an alleged subtle 
conspiracy which had for its object 
the seizure of $3,000,000 in cash and ne- 
g0tiable securities, and the appropria- 
tion of $3,000,000 in realty to the uses 
of the alleged chief conspirator. 

The self-confessed murderer told the 
story of tlhe alleged plot from its in- 
ception. The capital crime he com- 
mitted and all the minor offenses that 
preceded it were, he deciared, at the 
instigation and direction of Albert T. 
Patrick. It was Patrick, he said, who 
conceived the idea of forging a will 


It was Patrick who induced two per- 
sons to witness the forged signatures. 
It was Patrick who determined that 
Rice should die, and it was Patrick 
who sought to have him killed slowly, 
and then, becoming impatient, deter- 
mined upon quick action, and, accord- 
ing to Jones, remarkable as it may 
seem, Rice never knew Patrick dur- 
ing his lifetime and never saw him 
but once. 

Jones looked straight into the eyes 
of Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
and told his story without a break, 
without a tremor in his voice. He de- 
scribed his approach to Rice's bed 
with the ch!oroform-saturated napkin 
in his hand; of placing it over the 
face of the sleeping old man: of the 
flight from the room; of the weary wait 
of thirty minutes in accordance with 
Patrick's alieced instructions. 

At the expiration of the half hour he 
returned and found Rice dead. He then 
threw open the windows to free the 
room of the odor of chloroform, tele- 
phoned to Patrick that Rice was dead, 
sent for a physician, and then, after 
expressing his grief at the loss of so 
good and kind an employer, he said he 
went to bed and fell into a sound sleep. 

PATRICK VERY COOL. 

Patrick, accused by the witness of 
being the arch criminal, listened to the 
witness with attention, and occasion- 
ally made notes of the testimony. Not 
even the remarkable witness on the 
stand was more cool, calm and col- 
lected than this remarkable r. 
Patrick's hand was firm and steady. 
He displayed neither anger, fear, nor 
resentment. When Jones reached the 
description of the murder of the sleep- 
ing man, Patrick merely stroked is 
beard and leaned back in his chair, ap- 
parently slightly bored by the recital 
of the details. 

Jones said Meyer and Short were at 
Rice's flat June 30 tu witness certain 
papers for Rice. Jones said that Pat- 
rick never did any legal work for Rice, 
and that Rice did not sign any will on 
June 30 during the time Meyer and 
Short were in the apartment. 

Jones then testified that somewhat 
later, at the request of Patrick, he 
wrote on his typewriter the assign- 
ments transferring Rice's property to 
Patrick. 

“Patrick asked me.” witness con- 
tinued, “whether I did not think old 
Rice was living a littie too long for 
our purpose. I said I thought so. Pat. 
rick suggested we — him out of the 
way. I suggested Curry, but Pat- 
rick said Dr. Curry would not do any- 
thing of the kind. 

Witness then went on to say that 
he secured the poison, chloroform and 
jaudanum from his brother in Texas. 
NEVER KNEW RICE. 


Jones testified that he delivered the 
poison to Patrick about three weeks 
before the death of Rice. Jones then 
went on to testify that Patrick had 
never been introduced to Rice up to the 
time of the latter’s death. 
Jones then related what took place 
on the day of the death of Mr. ce. 
“I saw Patrick at his house, said 
he. “He told me to let him know if 
Rice grew better. He would then get 
from his office a bottle of oxalic acid, 
he said, to quicken Rice's nerve.” 
Rice got better, and about noon he 
wanted to get up. He talked cheer- 
fully about going downtown, and 
seemed much improved. Jones said he 
could not get Rice to take the acid. He 
telephoned Patrick to meet him at 
luncheon at a restaurant on Sixth ave- 
nue near Fiftieth street. 
“I met him there,” Jones continued. 
“Patrick gave me the bottle of chioro- 
form. He told me to saturate a towel 
in chloroform and leave it over his 
face for about thirty minutes. He said 
Rice would probably laugh, but that I 
should not be scared, as that would 
only show that the poison was begin- 
ning to work, and that it would soon be 


over. 
THE MURDER. 

“I did as Patrick told me. I returned 
home, took a napkin and saturated it 
with chloroform. I put it on my own 
face first, and then put it over the face 
of Mr. Rice, and left the room. 1 
walked up and down the halis. The 
bell rang several times. I did not open 
the door. Finally, after about half an 
hour, I went into Mr. Rice's room. 1 
raised the window, took the napkin 
and towel away from his face, and 
— them both in the range, where I 
urned them. I sent a for 
Dr. Curry, telling him that Mr. Rice 
was very bad. I went to the telephone 
to tell trick that Rice was pretty 
near gone, When Dr. Cu came Pat- 
rick was with him. I told them Rice 
was dead. Dead! Oh, my God. - doctor, 
that is the worst thing that could have 
happened to me,” said Patrick.” 
GATHERED UP THE VALUABLES. 
Jones testified at length about the 
st mortem incidents. He said Pat- 
rick on the day following took charge 
of the apartments. On that day Jones 
testified at the request of Patrick he 
made out the checks for $25,000 and 
$135,000, respectively, on Swenson & 
Sons and the Fifth-avenue Trust Com- 

y. Jones said Patrick also took 
charge of about $45,000 in bills and 
eight or nine dollars in silver from a 
drawer in the millionaire’s writin 
desk. Jones said Patrick also t 
away two gold watches, and all the 
private papers of Mr. Rice. 
Court adourned until tomorrow with 
Jones still on the stand. Patrick's med.

KEMP’S FIVE 
MILLIONS. 


Action for Partition at 
New York. 


Wild Oats of Young 
George Count. 


Uncle Says the Nephew Was 
Heavily in Debt in 
Los Angeles. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, April 2.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch. ] In an action for the parti- 
tion of the Buckingham Hotel, the 
Belgravia apartment house at No. 615 
Fifth avenue, and other property 
owned by the late George Kemp, which 
action waa on trial before Justice Fits- 
gerald in the Supreme Court today, 
the construction of his will and that 
of his wife were involved, mainly inso- 
far as their son George Kemp, Jr., is 
provided for in two instruments, 
George Kemp died in 18%, leaving a 
$5,000,000 estate to the widow and four 
children. When Mrs. Kemp died she 
created a trust fund to give George 
an income of $9000 a year for life, and 
divided up the remaining $2,000,000 so 
that her other three children and 
George should share the money equaliy, 
less $150,000 apart for the trust fund 
to secure his income of §9000 a year. 
She died in 1897. Her other three chil- 
dren to do not object to the provision 
of $9000 a year for their brother, but 
they contend that under the father’s 
will, the mother could not let George 
share in the rest of the two-fifths. 

To show that their father meant 
to exclude George from any large 
share in his estate, evidence was given 
as to the conduct of George. Edward 
Kemp, brother of the testator, testi- 
fied that George Kemp, Jr., had been 
sent by his father to Columbia Col- 
lege, and therafter joined the firm. 
Part of the receipts of the firm were 
allowed to him. George drew what- 
ever he wanted, but with ali his draw- 
ings, the witness said his nephew had 
run into debt from $30,000 to $40,000, 
which was paid. 

After leaving his firm, the witness 
said that George Kemp, Jr., went to 
Los Angeles, Cal. When the witness 
went out there, he said he found his 
nephew in debt about $91,000. The 
money was paid, and George was set 
up in real-estate business with a cap- 
ital of $5000. Six months later the 
nephew was tack in this city. Kemp 
said his nephew has twice been under 
the care of physicians for a consider- 
able time. 

After the young man got back from 
California, Kemp said he still drank, 
and on one occasion got in a row at 
Delmonico’s. The trouble was over a 
cabman’s bill and young Kemp 
thrashed the cabman. The witness 
said his nephew did not pay full at- 
tention to business, and was incom- 
petent. Kemp said that while George 
Kemp, Jr., was at college, his father’s 
income was $100,000 a year.

Sunday Dinner. 


The regular weekly meeting ot the 
Daily Los Angeles Trumpet Publishing 
Company was held as usual last even- 
ing in the cottage at eleven hundred 
and something Enyold street. Mr. 
Hardupson the Elder was present, and 
received the congratulations of his 
brother directors on his recovery from 
the dip into the sump hole. He stin 
looked a little pale and wild eyed, but 
whether that was caused by swallow- 
ing a little oll or trying to swallow too 
many oll companies was not evident. 

As goon as the president had called 
the meeting to order Mr. Hadason im- 
mediately plunged into the middle of 
things by asking Mr. Hardupson how it 
was that The Times was Able to make 
a statement showing an increase in 
circulation of 1100 over the correspond- 
ing Sunday of lagt year. He said he 
could not conceive how this could be, 
if the Trumpet was going ahead with 
anything like the rapidity that the 
president claimed for it. At any rate, 
he said, they should at once proceed to 
prepare a statement which would 
show a still greater increase of cir- 
culation on part of the Trumpet. 

Mr. Hardupson said such a statement 
had been published that morning. He 
added that they could not, of course, 
expect to knock out The Times in a 
few months. He expected that The 
Times would still continue to circulate, 
to a considerable extent, for a year 
or so, but if the directors would only 
be reasonable and follow his advice 
he would promise them that they 
would be able to down the hated Times 


| without any question of a doubt, and 


that, too, in the near future, if not 


sooner. 

Mr. Gotason said he had heard that 
@ large number of copies of the Trum- 
pet were delivered free—that in some 
cases they had not been ordered at al 
in other cases had been order 

A 
ber of his told him that he got 
up eve morning at 5:45 o'clock for 
the purpose of 8 the rolled-up

Mr. Hardupson explained that it was 
necessary to sh a certain number 
of free copies. “Otherwise,” he said, 
“how on earth can you expect that we 
Shall make a sworn statement of cir- 
culation, and if we can't show any 
circulation, how do Jou suppose we can 
get advertisements?’ 

Mr. Gotason said he had also heard 
it stated that advertisements were be- 
ing received by the Trumpet at any old 
price, or taken in exchange for = 
visions, junk, or anything except Bel- 
gian hares. 

The president explained that it was 
necessary to do a certain amount of 

“padding” this way, in order to en- 
courage bona fide advertisers to come 
in, just as decoy ducks are used by 
smart hunters to lure the real birds. 
Mr. Hardupson, with some impatience, 
added that if his brother directors 
knew one-tenth as much about the 
ethics of newspaper publishing as he 
did, they would not be so ready to find 
fault with everything. 

Mr. Herringson then gave the i- 
dent an outline of the infor talk 
induiged in by the directors at the pre- 
vious meeting. He told the president 
that it had beer decided to appeal to 
him, as an enormously wealthy man, to 
contribute a few hundred thousand 
dollars of his enormous wealth from 
time to time, either in the shape of 
cash—which would be much preferred— 
or of stock in one of his corporations, 
0 as to stiffen the backbone of the 
Trumpet, as it were, and enable them 
to make a more vigorous onslaught 
upon the loathsome Times. 

Mr. Hardupson replied that, as he 


had mentioned a couple of weeks ago, 
he was not for the moment pre 

to put up any considerable amount of 
ready cash, his available means being 


to a great extent tied up in his various 


enormous enterprises, which called for 
millions upon millions of dollars be- 


fore they could be placed on a thor- 


oughly remunerative basis.

dozen oil companies, but the fact was. 
he said, that his companies were just 
now in such a condition that they 
wouldn't do the Los Angeles Trumpet, 
or anyone else, much good, unless they 
had an aching for Irish dividends.

elp things along, that he should or- 
ganize a brand-new oil company, and 
make a present of it to the Trumpet. 
He said he had millions of acres of 
land staked out, between Bering Strait 
cnd Cape Horn, that was as good oil 
land as much of the territory now in 
the market. He could throw a few 
thousand acres of this land into a cor- 
poration, under the laws of Arizona, 
where the fees were small, with a big 
capitalization—say, 1.000, 000, % shares, 
with par value of 5 cents a share. 
Then they could give away a share of 


oll stock with each copy of the Trum- 


pet. 


so that subscribers who paid 50 
cents a month would really be getting 
the paper for one-third of nothing— 
supposing the oll stock to be worth par. 
Mr. Hardupson added that he had all 
the machinery necessary to manufac- 
ture oll companies at short notice, and 
could turn one out ready for business 
within three days, or as soon as the 
papers could be returned from Phoenix. 
Mr. Herrington admitted that this 
seemed to be a good idea, but he 
thought they ought to do a little more 
in order to induce people to take the 
Trumpet. They should appeal to all 
kinds of tastes. Some people did not 
care ge ye | for oll stock, and not 
a few, who h loaded themselves up 
with worthless shares, became infuri- 
ated at the mere mention of an 011 
company. He thought, in addition to 
the share of oil stock with each copy 
of the paper, and the beautiful chromo 
and sheet of 41 with each Sunday 
paper, they might be able to present 
each regular subscriber with a an 
hare once a week. The eubscri 
could eat the hares for their Sunday 


%e dinners, and with full abdomens would 


teful to the Trumpet, and 
pro ly would become regular patrons 
of the paper. Mr. Herrington added 
Belgian hares could be had nowadays 
almost as cheap as oll stock. Or the 
Trumpet might start a rabbitry, on a 
section of Mr. Hardupson’'s oil land, 
and incorporate a Belgian Hare On 
company, on the pian. 

Mr. Hardupson the Younger thought 
the idea was a good one. One thing, 
he said, was plainly evident. They 
must make a showing of some kind, or 
they would not be able to down The 
Times for several months to come. He 
asked whether it might not be feasible 
to get the City Council to adopt an 
ordinance making it obligatory upon 
every resident to subscribe to the 
Trumpet. 

Mr. Hardupson the Elder replied 
that he was afraid they did not have 
enough pull with the Council to induce 
them to take such @ radical step. He 
said he had tried t kind of thing 
with the Council once when he had en- 
deavored to induce them to extend the 
oll limits, and he had found that it 
was very expensive. However, he had 
great influence with the Council and 
would do what he could. 

After a brief discussion it was finally 
resolved to adopt all these suggestions, 
and the president promised to grind 
out an oil company at once, and have 
the stock ready for distribution within 
a week. 

Mr. Hardupson, the Younger, chang- 
ing the subject, called attention to the 
numerous improvements that had 
taken place in the Trumpet during the 
past few months. He thought that all 
the directors must necessarily experi- 
ence a feeling of pride when they 
picked up a copy of the paper. It was, 
in his opinion, a marvel of twentieth- 
century journalism. Many of the Mus- 
trations could be distinguished with 
the naked eye, without glasses or de- 
scriptive text, and as for the reading 
matter, a rancher from Downey had 
told him yesterday that some of the 
articles reminded him of Shakespeare 
or the first reader.

Harry Hotchkiss on Trial for Killing 

His Stepfather, Edwin Thomas—Says 


He Did it Because ‘He Couldn't See 
His Mother Abused.

Harry Hotchkiss, a sixteen-year-old 
lad, whose home is in Santa Monica, 
is on trial in the criminal court for 
the murder of his stepfather, Edwin 
Thomas, on February 2%. It took all 
the forenoon yesterday and a short 
time after dinner to select a jury. The 
twelve men who are trying the case 
are John H. Martin, C. M. W. Ander. 
son, N. C. Smith, J. L. Viereck, D. C. 
Owens, J. Si Smith, D. J. Lewis, Worth 
Keene, Theo Matthews, D. Jones and 
C. O. Albright. 

The defendant is a heavy-set youth, 
without animation, who sits in a dis- 
interested manner, without apparent 
concern in the proceedings, any more 
than if he were certain he would not 
hang for the first offense of the land. 
His lips are thick and his cyes dull. 
His hair is long, auburn and curly. 
Seldom does he take his gaze from 
the floo.. What a witness may say one 
way or another never arouses him. 

Back of him sits his mourning mother, 
Mrs. Vonie Thomas, a comely little 
woman in black accompanied by a 
daughter, who is the defendant's sie- 
ter and a grown young lady. The court- 
room yesterday was well filled with 
Santa Monica people interested in the 
trial. Deputy District Attorney Me 
Comas is prosecuting the case, and the 
defense is in the hands of Messrs. Tau- 
ner & Taft. 

The story of the killing is a pathetic 
one. The boy says he shot his step- 
father because he came home drunk 
and was abusing his mother. 

Edwin Thomas in his lifetime was a 
powerfully-built man, who was 
strongly addicted to the habit of drink. 
He lived at the Soldiers’ Home, but 
often called at his wife's home, and is 
said to have more than once threatened 
and abused her made her life mis- 
erable. Mrs. was a patient, 
long-suffering woman, and made the 
best of her unhappy union. But her 
son, fiarry, it seems, was greatly em- 
bittered against his stepfather for his 
continual] harsh conduct toward her. The 
prosecution yesterday attempted to in- 
troduce some threats that either Harry 
or a brother may have made against 
Thomas as far back as last Fourth of 
of July, but the court permitted all thig 
testimony to be stricken out. At that 
time it seems the stepfather was abus- 
wife. 

e shooting occurred about 8 o'clock 
at night. Thomas was on the outside 
of his wife's home, drunk and threat- 
ening. Mra. Thomas would not let 
him in. Just as she shut the door in 
his face, Harry, was algo in the 
house, discharged a revolver through a 
window and the bullet entered the 
man's ear and came out of the ton of 
his head. So serious was the wound 
— the drunken man died an r 


ter. 

One witness stated yest that she 
heard the fatal shot fired and tmmcedi- 
ately thereafter a woman's volce rang 
out In a ehriek, saying: “ „ oh 
my God, Harry, you've killed him!” 

As soon as the deed was done the 
boy proceeded to give himself over to 
the peace officers. He went straight to 
Justice Guidinger’s office in search of 
Constable Pritchard. At that time he 
stated that he wanted to give himself 
up, for he had shot his stepfather. 
He said that Thomas had come home 
cursing and abusing his mother, or he 
wouldn't have done it. Thomas had 
also threatened to cut his wife's throat. 
The boy told the officers that he fired 
two shots, but that one went into the 
alr. Why he fired into the air he did 
not know. Then he threw his gun irto 
the back yard. He was greatly ex- 


cited, and was in his shirt sleeves. 
He was as s00p as his step- 
father died. 


The theory of the prosecution Is that 
the killing wae with malice afore- 
thought, and that Thomas was ruth- 
lessly shot down before he made any 
attempt to get into the house. 

As soon as the prosecution closed its 
case yesterday the defense opened up 
with a long procession of character 
witnesses, but the State admitted that 
Hotchkiss’s reputation for peace end 
quiet was good. Testimofiy was then 
introduced to show that Thomas had 
had trouble with his wife up town on 
the afternoon of the shooting, and that 
he straightway became drunk as a 
lord before following her to the house. 
His familly troubles were many: he was 
always accusing his wife of unfaithful. 
ness; his reputation was bad on ac- 
count of drunkenness and disorder, and 
he often threatened to end it all by 
violence. 

The trial will be resumed this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. The witnesses exam- 
ined yesterday were H. H. Getz, Dr. P.

a Man Knocked Down by a Yard 
Engine, but Rescued Before the 
Wheels Reached Him. 

Oliver McNutt, aged 65, had about as 
close a call for his life yesterday as it 
is possible for a man to have, and es- 
cape with no more serious injuries 
than a number of severe bruises. He 
owes his life to the courage and cool- 
ness of two switchmen employed by 
the Southern Pacific, and he does not 
know who his saviors are. At the risk 
of their own lives they prevented his 
being ground to death between the 
wheels of an engine in the freight 
yards a short distance south of River 
Station. 

McNutt was going to dinner about 
12:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
had to pass under the viaduct on San 
Fernando street over which the Dow- 
ney avenue street cars cross the South- 
ern Pacific tracks. At that point there

the engine was 80 close that he could 
not get out of the way.

Just as he was falling the two men 
seized his clothing each with one hand, 
and held on to the engine with the 
other. They tried to pick him up, but 
their position was such that they found 
it impossible to do so; and in spite of 
the fact that if either of them had re- 
leased his hold upon the engine it 
would have meant certain death, they 
clung to him. His body rolled under 
the step, and dragged between the 
rails for fully one hundred feet. 

When the engine was stopped Mc- 
Nutt's body was within a few inches 
of the driving wheels, and it was néec- 
essary to back the engine before he 
could be released. He was picked up, 
but was unable to walk because of the 
severe bumping he had received in be- 
ing dragged over the railroad f 
and the rough ballast in the center 
the track.

Stranger Spent the Money on a Girl

SAN BERNARDINO, April 2.—[{Reg- 
ular Correspondence.]

Orr's 
baggage shows that he has been travel- 
ing extensively in Colorado, Texas, 
New Mexico and Arizona. It is thought 
that his true name is Mendenhall. Orr 
is about 5 feet 6 inches in height, 
heavy set, gray eyes, and about 35 
years of age.

MILK REGULATIONS. 
LONG BEACH, April 2.—{Regular 
Correspondence. } The regulation of 
the local milk supply is one of the 
things which the Long Beach people 
think necessary to fill the town's 
growing requirements. At the meet- 
ing of the City Trustees Monday even- 
ing on motion of Trustee Hart the City 
Attorney was instructed to present an 
ordinance providing for the inspection 
of lacteal products. It is said not to 
be the purpose of the measure to en- 
force provisions as rigid as those in 
effect in some of the larger cities, but 
to have a few simple requirements 
such as shall guarantee a fairly pure 
article of milk. A number of the deal- 
ers dispensing milk in Long Beach 
have expressed a willingness to pay a 
license tax sufficient for the necessary 
expenses of inspection. The idea is 
looked upon by them as a means of 
protection from dishonest competition. 

& P. BACKS OUT.

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HILE public-spirited men and 

women are undertaking to im- 

prove the general appearance of 
large cities by banding themselves 
into civic leagues, municipal art asso- 
ciations and similar bodies, it cannot 
be too strongly asserted that there is 
equal necessity for developing latent 
possibilities along similar lines in city 
suburbs, towns, villages and country 
neighborhoods. 

The simple beauty of trees and grass 
claims instant attention from city peo- 
ple of all stations, but the more mea- 
ger or squalid their home surround- 
ings the mord marked is this recogni- 
tion. Oftentimes those who are accus- 
tomed to these two fundamental ele- 
ments of natural beauty, growing neg- 
lectful, allow their immediate environ- 
ment to lapse into barren squalor. It 
may be that such examples should 
be credited to a too great familiarity 
with nature, but it seems more prob- 
able that it is the result of individual 
deterioration. It would appear both 
safer and pleasanter to encourage the 
most familiar acquaintance with the 
wholesome freshness of growing 
greenery and bloom than to suffer in- 
creasing contempt by the too close ap- 
proach of tin cans and ash heaps. 

There are already many improve- 
ment societies, clubs and associations 
scattered throughout the United 
States: there are also a still greater 
number of women's clubs. The latter 
in some instances have been inspired 
to forsake literature, art and the sci- 
ences to devote their efforts to the bet. 
terment of the daily surroundings in 
their own communities. 

TAKING UP THIS IMPORTANT 

WOR 


Women's clubs can do practical work 
in the line of suburban, village, town 
or neighborhood improvement either 
by aiding as organizations in the plans 
of established improvement societies, 
by making improvement work a4 
branch of their own plans, or by boldly 
adopting it as the end and aim of club 
existence for a year or longer, as re- 
quirements may dictate. In most lo- 
calities, however. the amelioration of 
existing conditions of daily life is so 
clearly the one important question 
that doubtless most clubs that give 
the matter consideration Will deter- 
mine it the better part to devote their 
entire energy to it. Probably after 
one or two years of such faithful ef- 
fort subsequent work may safely be 
delegated to a capable committee. 

In undertaking improvement work, 
women's clubs can hardly do better 
than follow in a general way the lead 
of prominent and successful improve- 
ment organizations, such as the Lau- 
rel Hill Society of Stockbridge, Mass., 
the Beverly (Mass.) Improvement So- 


tion of Montclair, N 

while fitting the details of such effort 
to local necessities and opportunities. 
Indeed, such organizations are the 
natural outgrowth of local conditions. 
Among those cited, a typhoid epi- 
demic, due to impure milk dissemin- 
ated from a dairy situated amid foul 
surroundings, roused the mothers of 
the town to the necessity for sanita- 
tion and a greater knowledge of the 
sources of family supplies, as well as 
to a realization of the fact that the 
four walls of a home fail to encom- 
pass the factors that make for the 
health and happiness of the house- 
hold, and that their responsibilities 
extended beyond such clearly-defined 
limits. In another instance one wo- 
man’s longing for somethi beauti- 
ful within reach of her own. home, for 
sweetness, neatness ond order in the 
streets that formed her dally environ- 
ment, was the leaven from which rose 
what is claimed to be the first, and is 
still among the foremost, among im- 
provement associations in this coun- 
try. 

WATCHWORD OF THESE SOCIE- 

TIES. 


“To make our town (or village or 
suburb) a better, more wholesome and 
more attractive place of residence” is 
one form or another the watchword of 
every efficient band of improvement 
workers, and no club of women needs 
a better slogan. 

As has been intimated. conditions 
in every case must govern the choice of 
the first work to be done. Good roads 
or streets and sanitation and cleanii- 
ness and order “from the middle of the 
street to the middle of the alley” are 
the basis of satisfactory results. it 
were folly to spend time, labor and 
money on purely decorative features 
before considering and conquering the 
question of the disposal of garbage. If 
anything must wait, let it be the front 
yards. A back-yard crusade is an es- 
sential preliminary. Properly devel- 
oped, the back yards would transform 
the lives of thousands from a dreary 
grind of drudgery to countless sum- 
mers of sweetness and light. If women 
possessed of the brains, time and 
money to accomplish such an end can 
find better scope for effort, where is it? 
On the hygienic foundation of clean- 
liness and order suggested may be 
built a fair superstructure consisting 
of numberless factors blended into a 
more or less harmonious picture, ac- 
cording to the artistic exce:lence of the 
design used. It is to be composed of 
pleasantly-shaded streets; charmingliv- 
planted home grounds; properly located 
and wel -*srrange a 1 
playgrounds; correctly- treated spaces 
around public buildings, chuicaes, 
schoohouses, milis and factories; 
neatiy-kept vacant property; a gen- 
eral absence of flying papers and rub- 
bish, and sweet relief from screaming 
billboards. All this may be f'rther 
em bellis by fountains, memorial 
tablets and carefuliy-considered sta- 
vary, by handsome boulevards, cor- 
rectly- designed“ cemeteries, attrac- 
tively-planted mation grounds, ral- 
way rights of way redee une 
sightliness and made to stand as per- 
petusl acv«ertisem nts tft ie 
stantly-passing public of the 
ter of the place, and by lovely ap- 
proaches over good, hard s that 
wind among shade trees and flowery 
bank planted with the native 
trees, shrubs and vines * 
each vicinity This does not exhaust tie 
opportunities offered by the ordinary 
village or guburb, but serves to suggest 
that there is no tack of good things 
to be done by the cubs that choos. to 
try this sort of thing—and may 
name be legion. 

WOMEN'S CLUBS FITTED FOR 
THE TASK. 
No women's clubs need falter or fear 
to take such work in hand. Such clubs 
are splendidly equipped for it. They 
have the ability to direct, the energy 
to accomplish, the tact, discretion and 
determination to succeed. They can se- 
eure land for parks and playserounds, 
and see that street-tree planting is 
done in accordance with the best mod- 
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raise money and pass ordinances, . 
see that they are passed; they can 
disarm objections and make squalid 
dooryards .unfashionable: they can 
banish all unsightliness and make the 
waste places charming; they may, if 
they will, even go the length of se- 
curing artistic landscape gardening 
plans for the beautifying of a lock, 
8 car, or an entire town, so 
when such plans are correctly devel- 
oped their own several home grounds 
shall each be a picture of comfort as 
weil as factors in a large, general 
scheme that shall make their town 
famous. All this and much more can 
be accomplished by any club the mem- 
bers of which look about gece 
that it is a good thing to make the 
world more u for themselves 
and for others who are perhaps: less 
fortunate. In short, the scope and pos- 
sible results of such work should sat- 
the most ambitious. 

8 a preliminary means of arousing 
public interest perhaps nothing is more 
effectual than stereopticon views show- 
ing the present state of affairs at home 
—views of their own overflowing garb- 
age boxes and filthy alleys, of the 
dumping ground on the vacant lot next 
door, or of the magnificent array of 
bill across the street; and then, 
by way of example, presenting similar 
scenes in other places, followed by 
companion pictures showing the 
changes wrought by intelligently-di- 
rected organized effort. Such views, 
clearly explained by some one who un- 
derstands the subject, rarely fall to 
open the understanding and the purse 
of the most thoughtless householder. 


HOW TO HOLD INDIVIDUAL IN- 
TEREST. 


One of the best means of holding in- 
dividual interest, which must needs 
be done if success is to be attained, 
is offering a series of prizes for cer- 
~tein features of improvement work. 


Special th ht should be given to the 
matter of nteresting children, and 
prize-giving has proved successful in 


this direction. To cite specific instances: 
In October, 1900, prizes to the value of 
$100 were distributed at the close of a 
“flower and vegetable contest, to 
which all the pupils of the blic 
schools of Carthage, Mo., were eligible 
except the children of professional 
florists or gardeners. Prizes were of- 
fered for boys’ vegetable gardens, for 
general vine planting, for the greatest 
“Improvement in the appearance of 
homes by use of vines,“ for 
aster-growing and for aster bouquets, 
Also during the last summer the South 
Park Improvement Club of Dayton, O., 
offered a series of prizes for front and 
side yards, back yards, vine planting, 
window and porch boxes, boys’ vege- 
table gardens, vacant lots, best-planted 
premises along steam railroads, best 
floral division between yards and best 
general appearance from of 
street to middie of alley.

IN THE INTERESTS OF PRIVACY. 

The massing of shrubs in bordering 
beds or plantations may also serve the 
useful purpose of shield and buckler 
against the too-inquiring windows of 
one’s next-door neighbor, especially if, 
as is the pleasant fashion of the day, 
they immediately overlook one’s bit of 
lawn. A screen of this sort is grateful 
to both parties to the suit, shielding 
those inside the windows and those on 
the adjoining lawn, as well as making 
an agreeable outlook from either sit- 
uation. It is not a disagreeable ex- 
perience to open a window to the de- 
licious fragrance of blossoming honey- 
suckles or the exquisite color of sheets 
of clematis blooms; and it is, on the 
other hand, pure delight to sit on one’s 
own veranda and watch the swaying 
wands of a gracefully drooping, snowy- 
white syringa (not “trimmed up”) in 
full lower.
